AND WITH EMBASSY OF USSR. GOI SOURCES DENIED EMPHATICALLY

3. EMBASSY USSR INDICATED AS SOURCE FOR RUMORS RUSSIAN FLAG 
VESSEL WITH WHEAT FOR LIBYA WHICH HAD CALLED ON PORT OF 
CIVITAVECCHIA. 

4. WE HAVE NO REASON YET TO BELIEVE THAT RUSSIANS SOLD US 
WHEAT TO ITALY.
